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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: it is neither 
anticipated nor obvious over the prior art of record to have a backing plate which is used for a 
sputtering apparatus for forming a thin film on a substrate and to which a substantially 
rectangularly-shaped target is bonded as claimed by Applicant in claim 1. It is also neither 
anticipated nor obvious over the prior art of record to have a sputtering method as claimed by 
Applicant in claim 7. 

3. US 6,199,259 Bl to Demaray et al. (Demaray) does not disclose feeding the cooling 
medium to at least one corner of the backing plate and to at least a portion of the periphery of the 
backing plate such that a different level of cooling is achieved at the corner than at the periphery. 

4. US 6, 143, 149 to Abe and US 5,985, 1 1 5 to Hartsough et al. (Hartsough) also do not 
disclose feeding the cooling medium to at least one corner of the backing plate and to at least a 
portion of the periphery such that a different level of cooling is achieved at the corner and the 
periphery. 

5. Combining the references would not result in Applicant's claimed invention unless 
improper hindsight reasoning is used.
